Building Pro sperity 
Eco no mluts keep g weather ey e o n the figures 
» no wing new co Bstructlo n. It is no secret that they 
have to und little co mfo rt In It, excepL as veriiica- 
lio n o f their theo ry that co nstructio n is o ne o f the 
best indicato rs o f the true state o f affairs In the 
co ’.ntry . 
Co nsequently , the fact that a huge upturn In 
e x 
pendlto res fo r new co nstructio n was sho wn fo r 
May is o f m siur impo rtance. It can be viewed either 
fts cause o r effect o r bo th. Regardless o f specialiied 
interpretatio ns o f its impo rtance, it is kno wn de^ 
finitely that when peo ple start to invest mo ney in 
co nstructio n there has been remo ved a fundamental 
cause o f hard timet. 
This is so because o f the general stlmulas that 
building gives pro ductio n and emplo y ment. The ef­ 
fect is felt immediately thro ugho ut 
an 
elabo rate 
netwo rk o f businesses which pro vide materials — 
all the way fro m the lumber camp where men are 
waiting fo r o rders to steel plants. Cement, shingles, 
windo w glass, plumbing fixtures, paint, electrical 
appliances, textiles, furnaces — these pro ducts are 
given a market. Labo r emplo y ed in making them 1s 
given an o ppo rtunity to earn mo ney which, In turn, 
may he « pent fo r ano ther new ho use. It is a sto ry 
o ften to ld—the sto ry o f tlio cy cle o f spending. 
There is an indirect effect, to o , o f great impo r­ 
tance. Aside fro m public wo rks, which sho rtly will 
bo gin to stim ulate pro ductio n o f materials used In 
the co nstructio n Industry , It is safe to say that 
mo ney Is no t invested in new building witho ut as 
eurance o f pro fit o r saving. Therefo re, any Increase 
in the building line Is an indicato r as well as a 
cause o f impro vement. Of all go o d signs that Ameri­ 
cans have seen In the last two mo nths, no ne 1« 
better than a gain in co nstructio n expenditures. 


'if reco very and make it wo rk o r there will be a 
disastro us setback. In the large sense, eliminating 
all petty and tempo rary grievances, there is mo re 
to be gained by assisting in the experiment than 
in refusing o bstinately in having any thing to do 
with it. If majo rity rule means any thing, the dis 
senter has no thing to gain fro m o bstinacy but co n­ 
demnatio n.

Clo te to the Chest 
The assumptio n that the United Btates Is co m 
niited to a po licy o f narro w eco no mic natio nalism 
is being made o n insufficient evidence. 
Strangely 
eno ugh, ii la welco metl •nthuslaaticaUy 
m a fo re* 
o rdained develo pment in so me quarters which view 
ed the po ssibility o f eco no mic natio nalism with dis­ 
tinct alarm r s recently as a y ear ago . 
Elsewhere, ho wever, the pro spect o f a narro w na 
tlo nallsm is having a depressing effect. It has been 
dinned into the ears o f the peo ple fo r the last three 
y ears that a large part o f their tro uble can be trac­ 
es! to natio nalistic po licies which have cho ked In 
ternatlo nal trade. They scarcely can be expected to 
fo rget easily what has been 
Implanted 
in 
their 
minds so firmly . 


Yet, co nsidering what is Indisputable in the situa­ 
tio n, it is difficult to declare 
unequivo cally 
that 
eco no mic natkmalism la the 'ntent o f adm inistra­ 
tive leaders. Rather, the threats o f natio nalism It 
has made—and 
they 
sho uld 
be 
co nsidered 
as 
threats—are an Indicatio n o f the kind o f Interna­ 
tio nal game that Is being play ed In Washingto n. 
la effect, Washingto n has said to America’s Euro ­ 
pean neighbo rs: 
"This go vernment wants wo rld 
trade, but It wants even mo re to resto re and main­ 
tain a healthy do mestic co nditio n. If wo rld trade 
that Is mutually advantageo us can be resto red, co ­ 
o peratio n fro m this side o f the Atlantic is assured. 
Hut, rather than make unreaso nable co ncessio ns, the 
United States is willing to be as intensely natio nal­ 
istic as any o ther natio n.” 
At this time It seems discreet t 
think o f this at­ 
titude as a bargaining device to expedite nego tia­ 
tio ns Jn Lo ndo n. 
The go vernment 
Is play ing Its 
cards clo se to the chest; it is making it o wn game, 
kno wing that the o ther go vernmenta aro und the co n­ 
ference table in Lo ndo n are try ing to do the same 
thing. It is neither fair no r wise to assume o ffhand 
that a threat made in the co urse o f nego tiatio ns 
with hard bargainers means fulfilment o f the threat 
unless the bargaining turns o ut badly . Ather things 
being equal, no natio n Is go ing to pass np pro fit­ 
able fo reign co mmerce. If It canno t be made pro ­ 
fitable, assuredly there wo uld be no cause fo r fright 
in adherence to a po licy o f natio nalism. 


German Bedtime Sto ry 
"Yo uth ia o ur future,” warns Chancello r Hitler. 
"If the o lder generatio n canno t get accusto med to 
us we will take away the children and rear them 
In o ur eplrlt." 
Thus, to Germany ’s harsh reco very plans is add­ 
ed ano ther clanking descent o f the maileil flat pro ­ 
pelled by the ambitio us mind o f a leader who ap­ 
parently will sto p at no thing to inflict bis will o n 
the peo ple. 
The dream he entertains o f a natio n made stro ng 
by develo pment o f its y o uth in prescribed patterns 
is no t unco mmo n. 
Plato was o ne o< the first to 
think o f It. Po liticians In the United States, with 
their "Yo ung Republican” 
and "Yo ung Demo crat” 
o rganizatio ns are wo rking to ward the sam e go al, 
but are do ing It witho ut any display o f fo rce. 
One may remember fro m histo ry that o ne o f the 
surest way s to make a mo vement stro ng Is to sup­ 
press it. Ijo ng befo re Germany ever dreamed o f ex­ 
perimenting with go vernment by the peo ple. Its re­ 
ligio us rulers so ught to stamp o ut the philo so phy 
o f the rt*fo n atio n by fo rbidding German parents 
to teach it to their children. To them the mo vement 
o wes much o f its success. 
Chancello r Hitler pro bably will no t have to be 
scho o lmaster to Germany ’s children. 
There 
are 
things which even a peo ple striving desperately fo r 
natio nal reco nstructio n will no t to lerate. The right 
o f parents to rear their o wn o ffspring Is o ne. It is 
unlikely that the little man o f destiny has gaine« ! 
any thing but mo re po tential so rro w by a statement 
which sho ws the peo ple ho w far he might bo will­ 
ing to go to make them believe in the supremacy o f 
Nazi philo so phy . He gains no favo r by making him­ 
self a bo gey man to frighten German to ts.

The New Tempo 
This week fo r the first time since co ngress co n­ 
vened last winter attentio n shifts away fro m W ash­ 
ingto n. The capital is the center o f the vast po wer 
besto wed ui>o n tho administratio n, but exercise o f 
that po wer will be manifested in lo cal develo pments. 
The peo ple are co ncerned no lo nger with the leg­ 
islative phase o f the reco very pro gram. 
It is the ho pe o f the administratio n, as it Is the 
ho pe o f all reaso nable peo ple, to maintain thro ugh­ 
o ut the lo ng pull which lies ahead Lho same rapid 
tempo which o riginated in the White Ho use after 
the fo urth o f March and wliich spread thro ugh co n­ 
gress. To realize that ho pe pro mises to be o ne o f 
the mo st difficult pro blems in the situatio n that 
co nfro nts the natio n. 
Obvio usly , there are many citizens who will be 
tempted to resist o peratio n o f the plans that have 
been autho rUed. Igno rance and a spirit o f wilful dis-

all the way from the lumber camp where moo are 
waiting for orders to steel plants. Cement, shingles, 
window glass, plumbing fixtures, paint, electrical 
appliances, textiles, furnace! — these products are 
given a market. Labor employed in making them Is 
given an opportunity to earn money which, in tarn, 
may be epent for another new house. It is a story 
often told—tho story of tho eyrie of spending. 
There Is an Indirect effect, too, of great Impor­ 
tance. Aside from public works, which shortly will 
begin to stlmulato production of materials used In 
tho construction industry, It is safe to say that 
money is not invested in new building without as- 
•tiranre of profit or saving. Therefore, any increase 
In tho building line Is an indicator as well as a 
cause of Improvement. Of all good signs that Ameri­ 
cans have seen in the last two months, none is 


better than a gain In construction expenditures.

The assumption that the United States is com- 
mited to a policy of narrow economic nationalism 
1b beiug made on Insufficient evidence. 
Strangely 
enough, ii la welcomed enthusiastically aa a to ro­ 
ot dallied development in some quarters which view­ 
ed tho posHlbllity of economic nationalism with dis­ 
tinct alarm ; s recently as a year ago. 
Kl bo where, however, the prospect of a narrow na­ 
tionalism is having a depressing effect. It has been 
dinned into the ears of the people for the last three 
years that a largo part of their trouble can be trac­ 
ed to nationalistic policies which havo choked in­ 
ternational trade. They scarcely can be expected to 
forget easily what has been 
Implanted 
in 
their 
minds so firmly. 


Yet, considering what is Indisputable In the situa­ 
tion, it is difficult to declare 
unequivocally 
that 
economic nationalism Is the 'nteat of administra­ 
tive leaders. Rather, the threats of nationalism it 
has made—and 
they 
should 
be 
considered 
as 
threats—are an Indication of the kind of interna­ 
tional game that Is being played la Washington. 
In effect, Washington has said to America's Euro­ 
pean neighbors: 
"This government wants world 
trade, hut it wants even more to restore and main 
tain a healthy domestic condition. If 
world trad" 
that is mutually advantageous ran be restored, co­ 
operation from this side of the Atlantic is assured. 
Rut, rather than make unreasonable concessions, the 
United States is willing to be as Intensely national­ 
istic aa any other nation.” 
At this time it seems discreet t 
think of this at­ 
titude as a bargaining device to expedite negotia­ 
tions Jn London. 
The government 
Is playing its 
cards close to the chest; it la making it own game, 
knowing that the other governments around the con­ 
ference table In London are trying to do the same 
thing. It Is neither fair nor wise to assume offhaud 
that a threat made in the course of 
negotiations 
with hard bargainers means fulfilment of the threat 
unless the bargaining turns out badly. Ather things 
being equal, no nation Is going to p a s s up profit­ 
able foreign commerce, lf It cannot be made pro­ 
fitable, assuredly there would be no cause for fright 
in adherence to a policy of nationalism.
